The commission itself made no 
reference to the security program.

cifically , Hoover said in a letter 
of transmittal to Congress that the 
recommednations did “not neces­ 
sarily coincide with all of those” 
made by Dodds’ group. The lat­ 
ter’s report also was referred to 
Congress. 
This was the first of perhaps a 
score of reports on various phases 
the federal government which 
the commission, created in 1953, 
plans to submit to Congress by 
May 31.

COLUMBUS LB—“Speak now or 
forever hold y our peace, or at least 
until the 102nd General Assembly 
meets in 1957.” 
That was the word to Ohio’s 
169 legislators today . This is the 
final day for introduction of bills 
in the 101st General Assembly . 
A barrage of bills is ex pected to 
greet legislators as they meet to­ 
night.

ion. Nationalist China abstained. 
As soon as the agenda was adop­ 
ted, New Zealand's Sir Leslie Mun- 
ro led off the general debate by ex ­ 
pressing regret that Red China had 
rejected a council’s invitation ti 
take part in the Formosa discus­ 
sions.

It urged that Congress create 
a new “senior civil service” of 
career administrators who would 
y e “politically neutral” and who 
would survive a shift in White 
House control. 
Other suggestions were for some 
revision of “ the peculiar rights of 
veterans” in holding federal jobs 
and for salary boosts in high-level 
jobs. 
The commission of seven Repub­ 
licans and five Democrats headed 


by former President Herbert Hoov­ 
er, in a report on “personnel and 
civil service,” ignored a recom­ 
mendation by its task force on 
personnel for an investigation of 
the government’s loyalty-security 
program. 
A 10-man group headed by Pres­ 
ident Harold W. Dodds of Prince­ 
ton University, which did much of 
the spadework for the commis­ 
sion’s report, called for an official 
inquiry “without delay,” and it 
said: 
“Any discussion of the prestige 
of the public service and the 
morale and efficiency of federal 
employes today must take due 
notice of the security problem.” 
The commission itself made no 
reference to the security program.

She said she is fully 
aware that “ many people will just 
laugh it off and say it was my 
imagination, a reflection or some­ 
thing” . 
Mrs. MacNeil recalls it was about 
6:15 a. rn. Saturday morning when 
her attention was 
attracted to 
some sort of light that flashed near 
a corner of her kitchen window. It 
was still quite dark outside, and she 
was preparing breakfast at the 
time.

HER CURIOSITY aroused by the 
small reflection, she went into a 
darkened room and looked out a 
window' 
toward 
the 
northwest. 
There, fairly high in the sky, she 
saw an object which she immedi­ 
ately assumed to be the moon.

plained, she did not expect the ob­ 
ject to move, and did not notice 
any form of motion. 
However, she remembers that 
the object had an unusual shape, 
being slightly of a fat football out­ 
line—roughly that of a large sua- 
cer seen broadside.

considerably in shape. The moon 
was also “Yellowish”, she said, 
while the object had a definite 
white-and-blue glow. No marking of 
any sort were visible on the object.

ASTONISHED to see the moon 
“ after I thought I had already seen 
it in another direction,” Mrs. Mac­ 
Neil hurried back to the spot where 
she first sighted the object. It had 
disappeared. 
Mrs. MacNeil’a husband, Nor­ 
man, was shaving at the time of 
the incident, but his wife explained 
she did not call his attention to the 
unusual object immediately “since 
I just thought it was the moon”. 
Mrs. MacNeil related her experi­ 
ence to Bruce Stevenson, 
well 
known local farmer who has de­ 
scribed one of the most detailed 
“saucer” s i g h t i n g s on record. 
Stevenson spotted the “ saucer” se­ 
veral years ago, but he pointed out 
to Mrs. MacNeil it was around this 
time of year, and on an extremely 
cold night.

The declaration was made in ex­ 
plaining the Soviet stand against 
placing on the council’s agenda a 
New Zealand proposal to seek a 
cease-fire. The council overrode 
Soviet objections and agreed by a 
vote of 9-1 to inscribe the quest­ 
ion. Nationalist China abstained. 
As soon as the agenda was adop­ 
ted, New Zealand’s Sir Leslie Mun- 
ro led off the general debate by ex­ 
pressing regret that Red China had 
rejected a council’s invitation t » 
take part in the Formosa discus­ 
sions. 
Delegates to the 11-nation conn 
ell assembled to a background 
of Peiping radio boasts that th.* 
U. S.-protected evacuation of th*? 
Tnetien Islands had put Red Chi- 
na’* soldiers in position “for lib­ 
erating Formosa and other is­ 
lands off the China Coast.” 
At the same time, Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai shekjM&ad of the Na­ 
tionalist Chinese faction, denounc­ 
ed United Nations’ and other effort 
to obtain a ceasefire with the Cor 
munists on the Formosa issue. 
The U.N., he said, ought to bo 
declaring sanctions against Com­ 
munist China.

A CONVULSION In a baby is a 
frightening thing for a mother 
and father. 
While you should tak e immedi 
ate action to aid your tot, don 
become unduly alarmed. If you 
handle the situation quick ly and 
properly, a convulsion is usually 
not as serious a m atter as it may 
appear. 
When It Occurs 
Sometimes a convulsion, or 
even several of them, will occur 
at the beginning of, or during, an 
Illness. Diarrhea or some other 
intestinal upset might bring it on. 
If your baby suddenly develops 
a high fever, as he might if he is 
coming down with a contagious 
disease, he may be strick en with 
a convulsion. Among other causes 
are brain infections, brain injur­ 
ies or epilepsy. 
Begins Suddenly 
Generally, a convulsion will be 
gin suddenly with little or no 
warning. A slight twitching of 
the baby’s hand, fdet or face 
muscles usually is the first sign 
This tw itching probably will 
spread to most of the muscles 
throughout his body. His body 
probably will become stiff, his 
face will sweat and his lips may 
become blue. 
His eyes will stare and roll up­ 
ward. His head may jerk , and he 
may clench his fists. He will be 
unconscious during the attack . 
The convulsion may continue 
for hours, or it may last only for 
a few minutes, even without 
treatm ent. 
Your first step, of course, 
should be to call your doctor. 
While you re waiting for him, you 
can wet the baby’s sk in thor­ 
oughly with a mixture of half 
warm water and half alcohol. 
Then wrap him in a blank et and 
put him to bed. 
If you don’t have any alcohol 
in the house, place him in a bath 
of tepid water. The water should 


be about 90 to IOO degrees. Yo u 
can test it with your elbow. 
Make 
sure it feels comfortable. 
Keep Clo se Watch 
Keep the baby in the water for 
about five or ten minutes. If the 
convulsion stops before this, tak e 
him out at once. Wrap him In a 
blank et, place him in bed. Watch 
him carefully. You might place 
a 
cold cloth on his head 
as he lies 
in bed. 
If he has teeth, it might be a 
good idea to place a wooden stick 
between them to k eep him Trom 
biting his tongue. 


Handle Baby Gently 
Handle him gently, because his 
nervous system is excited. Noise, 
bright lights and rough handling 
might start another 
c o n vu ls io n 
Therefore, you should k eep him 
as quiet as possible; k eep his 
room dark and quiet, too. An 
enema, as a rule, will only dis­ 
turb a baby. 
Don’t feed him for at least two 
hours following an attack . Mak e 
him stay in bed for several days. 
If necessary, your doctor can 
give your baby an anesthetic to 
stop a convulsion, and he can pre­ 
scribe the proper medicines 
to 
k eep it from returning. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
M. B.: Whenever I handle a 
newspaper, the Ink comes off on 
my hands. What would cause 
this? 
Answer: It is lik ely that this 
happens because your hands be­ 
come moist, possibly due to ex­ 
cessive sweating. 
Extreme perspiration of the 
hands may be due to nervousness. 
Hyperthyroidism, or increased se­ 
cretion from the thyroid gland, is 
also a possible cause of excessive 
perspiration. 
You should consult a physician 
for an examination, in order to 
tell what condition Is present; 
then proper treatm ent can

H OSPITA L PR O B LEM 
LAST YEAR MORE than 20 million peo- 
p’e spent 500 million patient-days in hos­ 
pitals at a cost of $4,750,000,000. This has 
he come a public problem to the extent that 
a commission on financing of hospital care 
hrs been studying it. 
Findings are that both hospital expenses 
end 
income from 
patients have risen 
sharply. Expenses exceed patient income. 
Contributions from non-patients are not al­ 
w ays sufficient to balance budgets. 
Hospitals are becoming m ore and m ore 
crowded. In 1935 adm issions 4o non-profit 
hospitals averaged 36.5 persons per 1,000. 
The figure is now 79.3 per thousand as a 
result of prepayment hospital plans and 
em phasis on the slogan that the hospital is 
the place for the sick. 
Thus an increasing percentage of na­ 
tional income goes to hospital care. In 1910 
the average cost per patient day was $2 
end total hospital expenditures $120 m il­ 
lion. 
Extensive planning is under way to fi­ 
nance hospitalization for the m asses with­ 
out flirting with socialized medicine. Great 
Strides have been made in this direction in 
recent years but new problems continue to 
arise as ever-increasing demand for hos­ 
pital care makes construction and man 
Ping of additional hospitals imperative. 


George E. Sokolsky’s

The Soviet Universal State, so m aster­ 
fully carved out by Stalin, first manifested 
its intent in the Molotov-Ribbentrop Pact, 
confirmed at Teheran and Yalta, is a union 
of nations, in some areas held together by 
force, in others by self-interest. It is not 
an alliance or a parliament of countries 
like the United Nations. It possesses the 
characteristics of a church militant based 
on the dogmas of Marx and Lenin. 
The European components of this group­ 
ing of nations lie contiguous to Soviet Rus­ 
sian physical power; the Asiatic compo­ 
nents are still prevailingly within the orbL 
of the Sinic civilization in which the m ate­ 
rialistic and pragmatic philosophic con­ 
cepts of Confuius continue to influene the 
minds of the intellectual leadership. 
The agnostic point of view of Confucian 
ism m ay be noted from the following: 
“When asked by a student how to serve 
the gods and the spirits, Confucius an­ 
swered: ‘We have not yet learned how to 
serve men, how can we serve the gods?’ 
The sam e inquirer went on to ask about 
death. Confucius said: ‘We know not what 
life is, how can we know what death 
is?’ 


It is an easy transition from this nega­ 
tive point of view to Marxian atheism and 
therefore such resistance to Marxism as 
appears among Christians and Moslems 
does not appear among infelligent Chinese. 
If they oppose Soviet Russia, it is be­ 
cause a foreign country is controlling their 
government; that thousands of foreign ad­ 
visers and experts are interfering in their 
affairs. But the Chinese Communists a r e 
closer to orthodox Marxism in their think­ 
ing than many Russians, certainly closer 
than the young generation of Russians rep­ 
resented by Malenkov. 
Americans and Britishers, basing their 
views on China’s past, have believed that 
a way could be found to effect a breach be­ 
tween the Chinese Communists and t h e 
Kremlin. There has never been a substan­ 
tial reason for believing that that has been 
possible since 1946. 
It has not been feasible because M a o 
Tze-tung, Chu Teh, and Chou En-lai are 
M arxists first. They m ay, in time, contest 
the hegemony of the Russian Communist 
arty over all other Communist parties 
but that is a fight within the party. 
There is another factor: Soviet Russia 
lies on top of China and can pour m ilitary 
forces into China at the drop of a word. 
The Russians dominate all of Turkestan 
and Mongolia and can hold Manchuria 
without much effort. If those in control of 
the Chinese Communist Party and govern­ 
ment were at this stage to try to free them ­ 
selves from Russia and from International 
M arxism, if Mao were to become a Tao­ 
ist, the Russians would not only be able to 
use m ilitary force but could stimulate a 
civil war by subverting generals in control 
of Chinese arm ies. There is not a chance

A CONVULSION in a baby is a 
frightening thing for a mother 
and father. 
While you should take immedi­ 
ate action to aid your tot, don’t 
become unduly alarmed. If you 
handle the situation quickly and 
properly, a convulsion is usually 
not as serious a m atter as It may 
appear. 
When It Occurs 
Sometimes a convulsion, or 
even several of them, will occur 
at the beginning of, or during, an 
illness. Diarrhea or some other 
intestinal upset might bring it on. 
If your baby suddenly develops 
a high fever, as he might if he is 
coming down with a contagious 
disease, he may be stricken with 
a convulsion. Among other causes 
are brain infections, brain injur­ 
ies or epilepsy.

Begins Suddenly 
Generally, a convulsion will be­ 
gin suddenly with little or no 
warning. A slight twitching of 
the baby’s hand, tdet or face 
muscles usually is the first sign. 
This tw itching probably will 
spread to most of the muscles 
throughout his body. His body 
probably will become stiff, his 
face will sweat and his lips may 
become blue. 
His eyes will stare and roll up­ 
ward. His head may jerk, and he 
may clench his fists He will be 
unconscious during the attack. 
The convulsion may continue 
for hours, or it may last only for 
a few minutes, even without 
treatm ent. 
Your first step, of course, 
should be to call your doctor. 
While you re waiting for him, you 
can wet the baby’s skin thor­ 
oughly with a mixture of half 
warm water and half alcohol 
Then wrap him in a blanket and 
put him to bed. 
If you don’t have any alcohol 
in the house, place him in a bath 
of tepid water. The water should 


Handle Baby Gently 
Handle him gently, because his 
nervous system is excited. Noise, 
bright lights and rough handling 
might start another convulsion. 
Therefore, you should keep him 
as quiet as possible; keep his 
room dark and quiet, too. An 
enema, as a rule, will only dis­ 
turb a baby. 
Don’t feed him for at least two 
hours following an attack. Make 
him stay in bed for several days. 
If necessary, your doctor can 
give your baby an anesthetic to 
stop a convulsion, and he can pre­ 
scribe the proper medicines to 
keep it from returning, 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
M. B.: Whenever I handle a 
newspaper, the ink comes off on 
my hands. What would cause 
this? 
Answer: It is likely th at this 
happens because your hands be­ 
come moist, possibly due to ex­ 
cessive sweating. 
Extreme perspiration of the 
hands may be due to nervousness. 
Hyperthyroidism, or increased se­ 
cretion from the thyroid gland, is 
also a possible cause of excessive 
perspiration. 
You should consult a physician 
for an examination, in order to 
tell what condition is present; 
then proper treatm ent eau be 
suggested.

The NIT has had to take the left­ 
over independents, some of whom 
had poor records. 
This seasop — a crazy, mixed- 
up one for the collegians — the 
NIT could come up with the better 
tourney. The Garden already has 
lured Dayton, Duquesne and Cin­ 
cinnati and is on the prowl for as 
m any m ore of the top independ­ 
ents as it can grab off before the 
NCAA gets down to serious busi­ 
ness. 
M arquette, which boasts a win­ 
ning streak of 18 gam es — longest 
in the country, is the only school in 
the NCAA field of 24 so far and 
it appeared that the NCAA m ight 
be g e t t i n g somewhat worked 
over the NIT. It rarely selects any 
of its nine at-large team s so early. 
All other things being equal, the 
NIT is at an advantage where the 


independents are concerned. R ath­ 
er than wait for an at-large bid to 
the NCAA which may never come, 
m any schools prefer to take the 
gravy while it’s there if the NIT 
comes through with an offer.
